A standard salary schedule 
for the nearly 800 employes of 
DuPage County was approved, 
30 to I, Tuesday by the DuPage 
County Board of Supervisors. 
“ If everyone were to ask for 
the maximum allowable under 
the new schedule,” said Pat 
Savaiano, chairman of the wag­ 
es and benefits committee, “it 
could cost the county an addi­ 
tional $34,000 for the remainder 
of this fiscal year/* 
He added he did not antici­ 
pate this would happen. 
“Well over 50 per cent of our 
entire budget goes to person­ 
nel,” Savaiano told the other 30 
members of the county board. 
“We’re dealing with people, 
not machines. They are our 
most important concern.” 
COUNTY BOARD chairman 
Paul J. Ronske heaped praise 
on Savaiano and his committee: 


Wesley K. Casper, W. S. Fre- 
denhagen Jr. and Raymond M. 
Haas. 
They were appointed about 
four months ago to prepare 
such a uniform schedule, based 
on the professional recommen­ 
dations made by Space Utiliza­ 
tion Analysts for the county. 
“This is not a hastily pack­ 
aged proposition,” Ronske com­ 
mented. “It is a 
good 
start 
toward our goal of equitable sal­ 
aries for all.” 
The schedule as adopted this 
week is based on a 40-hour work 
week or 173 hours per month. 
The county board recently set 
new courthouse hours, open to 
the public, from 8:30 a.m. 
to 
4:30 p.m. (the offices are closed

“This means,” Reidy s a i d , 
“that we would have to seek 
a $5 million bond issue for pur­ 
chase and enlargement of the 
plant/ 
“Growth projections and the 
bond market make this action 
marginal at present” 
Morris 
said. 
He is suggesting 
that the 
county explore the possibility 
of negotiating with the board 
of directors of the utility on 
the basis of granting an option 
to buy when the market is more 
favorable. 
The investment firm of Paul 
D. Spears & Co. has been ad­ 
vising the county in this move. 
Eventually the county hopes 
to have responsibility for treat­ 
ment of all sewage in the coun­ 
ty through six or seven main 
plants.

county offices to be contested in DuPage County, besides a 
special ballot for a constitutional convention. What voters do 
with these options will in some way affect every man, woman 
and child. 
To get the whole thing in focus, it seemed to make sense 
to call on the fellow who ought to know, the county chair­ 
man. 
The Republican chairman is Elmer Hoffman, and 
he’s also the DuPage County treasurer. 
Ifs not hard to get an audience with him, but he has no 
time for idle gossip and don't try to “pull his leg.” After all, 
he’s been the party chairman for the past 18 years and has 
traveled quite a way across the political spectrum. In fact, few 
will dispute that he has the best record in politics of any man in 
the county. 
Hoffman began his political career in 1938 when the New 
Deal was riding the range with FDR and won his toughest 
campaign for sheriff. He has served two terms 
at Springfield as state treasurer and three 
terms as congressman at Washington. 
He’s a native DuPager and grew up on a 
farm near Wheaton. In those days, he rode a 
horse to high school and had a hard time 
keeping Red Grange off the animal. 
“Red was crazy about horses,” he reflects. 
Hoffman’s a big man. and he smokes 
big cigars. At one time he weighed 320, 
but today he’s down to 255. His devotion 
is to DnPage County and the Republican Party. His assets 
are courage, 
integrity, and self-assurance. These, with his 
wide political experience, explain why he has been GOP 
chairman for 18 years. 
DuPage Republicans trust Elmer Hoffman. They know his 
character. 
So this is the man that we sought out to learn how the 
DuPage GOP sized up coming events. The county chairman 
never ducks a question. Your answer comes straight from the 
shoulder. What he believes is what he says. 
We asked him what he thought of the constitutional conven­ 
tion being on the ballot in 1968. 
“Everybody wants to change everything," he remarked. 
He thinks the “Gateway” amendment of 1950, which provides 
for the amending of three different articles of the constitution j 
with any number of changes in each to be voted on at any! 
general election, is adequate. He agrees with that good Demo­ 
crat, Woodrow Wilson: Make haste slowly! 
To underscore the point, Hoffman cited the recent 
judicial amendment which set up the present court system in 
DuPage County which seems to have solved the problem 
pretty well. 
What’s going to happen in the race for governor in Illinois in 
1968? This was an easy one for the county chairman to answer. 
“We’re going to have a Republican governor,” he shot back. 
No doubt about it and he looks for a strong field in the primary’. 
He’s casting his lot with John Altofer, Peoria industrialist. 
We wanted to know if Altofer was a millionaire and remarked 
that the man with the big wad was the only candidate that could 
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stand for election these days. Are we becoming a plutocracy? 
“Absolutely not. Money is not going to win in 1968, issues 
will be the decisive factor. And we have the issues," was Hoff­ 
man’s answer. 
On the national scene, he said he’d have to be non­ 
committal. Lots of candidates but too early for the weigh-in. 
But the main issue will be skyrocketing cost of federal gov­ 
ernment. The barrel has a bottom, and we’ve got to stop 
the Democrats before they get that far. To stop taxation 
you’ve got to stop spending, Hoffman insists, and that’s a 
job the Republicans are better at than the Democrats. 
What about DuPage County? 
“We’re running on the issue of good government and we’ll 
win every office,” is the chairman’s prediction. 
He expects the COP to exhibit its greatest strength in county 
history in 1968. 
DuPage people will provide the necessary 
finances. The county now has some 335 precincts, all organized 
and ready for business. 
We reminded the county chairman that the influx of new 
citizens from Chicago was raising the size of the Democratic 
vote in DuPage. He agreed this was probably correct, but it was 
not the whole story. The GOP is finding that the majority of 
these newcomers move over into the Republican column after 
they become acquainted with their DuPage environment. 
DuPage County’s most successful campaign, vote-wise, was 
in 1952, says Hoffman, when he stumped the state for state 
treasurer and Eisenhower was on the ticket for President. That 
year the GOP rolled up 94 per cent of the DuPage vote. 
In 1956, Eisenhower stopped off at Springfield, where he met 
all the state chairmen and shook hands with each, telling them 
to win the COP vote would have to be increased IO per cent 
over 1952. 
When Hoffman told him it couldn’t be done and why, 
Eisenhower was amazed. He asked that it be put in writing 
so he could show it to county chairmen in the East. 
DuPage was one of 26 leading Republican counties in the 
nation invited to a strategy dinner at Washington last winter. 
Hoffman represented DuPage and was one of three speakers 


called on to address the group. 
Later, he received a letter, which he prizes, from the 
national chairman complimenting him for the down-to-earth 
political w isdom of his remarks.

Suicide Attempts Up in June 


A whopping $4.9 million tenta­ 
tive education fund budget was 
approved Monday night by Ar­ 
lington H e i g h t s Elementary 
School District 25, and Supt. 
Ralph Clabaugh said the district 
needs even more. 
The 1967-68 budget figure is 
up $772,000 from last year’s 
blueprint. 
Two key areas of the budget, 
the education fund and building 
fund, rest on the speculative 
passage of two important meas­ 
ures. 
The first, a new state aid 
formula that cleared the Legis­ 


lature during its June 30 all- 
night session is counted on to 
bolster the education fund. The 
measure is awaiting signature 
by Gov. Otto Kerner. 
The other contributor is pas­ 
sage of a 374-cent building 
fund tax levy. The levy 
has 
been at 25 cents for a number 
of years, and the district con­ 
siders as vital the proposed in­ 
crease, up for public referen­ 
dum in August. 
THE BULK OF the money is 
earmarked for instruction—$3,- 
794-740. Of this figure, $3,568,- 
975 will go for salaries. 


This year’s building fund al­ 
location amounts to $537,000, a 
$67,525 hike from last year. 
The salary increase reflects 
a pay scale revision adopted by 
the board this spring. 
The base pay in the district 
went from $5,400 to $5,700, be­ 
ginning this fall. Plotted on an 
index, 
salaries 
increase 
by 
slightly more than $300 at each 
seniority and educational level, 
and the higher the level 
the 
greater the increase. 
Three sources will supply the 
balance 
revenue 
needed 
to 
match the appropriations.

The Way We See ll 
Suburbs’ Stake 
In Road Crisis 


An effective, long-range program of 
highway planning and development is 
necessary if northwest suburbs are to 
cope with transportation burdens being 
created by rapid growth. 
That such a program may be under 
way was revealed by Francis Lorenz, 
state director of public works, in a 
recent interview with Paddock Publi­ 
cations which indicated a new direction 
for state highway planning—develop­ 
ment of an inter-suburban highway 
network. 
Highway planning has traditionally 
focused on providing a system for 
moving people and goods to and from 
the central city. Continued decentral­ 
ization will lessen demands for such 
access, however, and the future need 
will be for secondary freeway sys­ 
tems to move people and goods be­ 
tween suburbs, to O’Hare Field and 
railway freight loading yards east of 
Bensenville, or from suburbs to other 
parts of Illinois. 
The need is urgent. 
During a period when population 
increased only 17 per cent, 
Illinois 
motor vehicle registrations rose 45 per 
cent. 
By 1980, there will be an esti­ 
mated IOO million cars in Illinois—with 
suburbia accounting for a major share. 
Road Network Planned 


Of special importance to the north- 
west area is Lorenz’ announcement that 
an initial phase of this new approach is 
the Illinois Division of Highways plan 
for a network of highway construction 
to link north DuPage County suburbs 
with interstate freeways and tollways. 
In 
addition 
to 
already-authorized 
plans for Route 53 expressway, the 
program calls for: 
—Reconstruction 
of 
Route 
83 
(which carries heaviest volume of 
north-south traffic) as an eventual 
freeway from 1-55 (Route 66) on the 
south to Northwest Tollway on the 
north; 
—Conversion of Irving Park Road 
(Route 19) from state to county status 
after w idening from Bensenville through 
Roselle; 
—Development of a new Route 19 
through O’Hare Airport and west to 
Roselle, either along Thorndale Road 
or some other right-of-way; and 
—Placement of contracts in 1968-69 
for construction of the new Interstate 
90 from Northwest Tollway in Cook 
County to a junction with the already- 
completed portion near York Road 
in Elmhurst. 
Lorenz said a special engineering 
task force is now at work on an over-all 
study of highway location to facilitate 
traffic from the west to 1-90, O’Hare, 
and Chicago. 
He properly defined good roads as 
a key ingredient to the future growth 
and 
economic 
vitality 
of northwest 
suburbs. 
If 
his 
program 
achieves 
reality, it will be of enormous benefit 
to the entire area. 
Industrial Groivtli 


Increased numbers of suburbanites 
now work, as well as live and shop in 
suburban communities, and the recent 
influx of new industry show's no sign of 
subsiding. 
Established industrial complexes in 
such suburbs as Franklin Park and 
Des Plaines continue to expand. 
Paced by the giant Centex Industrial 
Park, Elk Grove Village and surround­ 
ing O’Hare area is destined to be the 
industrial core of metropolitan Chicago. 
Attempts to broaden sorely-bur­ 
dened 
municipal 
tax 
bases 
have 
resulted in aggressive industrial re­ 


cruitment by Schaumburg, 
Rolling 
Meadows, Wheeling, Itasca, Bensen­ 
ville, Addison, and Arlington Heights. 
Even previously all-bedroom com­ 
munities, like Barrington and 
Park 
Ridge, have emerged as major office, 
research, and development centers. 
Retailers are also making the shift 
to suburbia, as evidenced by Randhurst, 
Goif-Mill, Oak Brook, and the projected 
Sears center. 
Such growth creates critical highway 
needs which can be met only with the 
sort of long-range development outlined 
by Lorenz. 
The Critical Problem 


It is one thing to identify need and 
develop solutions, however, and quite 
another to pay for it. 
Until 
the 
essential 
question 
of 
adequate state highway revenue is 
somehow resolved, Francis Lorenz’ 
bold new approach to suburban road 
building may remain only a mirage. 
The state has been falling behind in 
its highway program and is unable to 
keep pace with present schedules, let 
alone future proposals. 
Roads compete for financial priority 
with schools, the state’s other major 
expenditure. 
Educational needs have 
become as acute as road construction 
demands; significantly, both are tied 
to the explosive growth of suburban 
areas. 
The future prospect is bleak 
for 
additional road revenues. 
In recent years Illinois has relied 
on federal aid as a major source of 
income, but federal funds will begin 
to diminish as the interstate highway 
system moves closer to completion. 
Principal source of road funds is the 
state gasoline tax, recently increased 
one cent a gallon by the 1967 Legisla­ 
ture. Additional hikes appear inevitable 
in the near future. 
Even these may 
prove insufficient, however, since only 
43 per cent of the six-cent tax is left 
for state road needs after allocation of 
administrative costs and county, town­ 
ship, and municipal disbursements. 
At present, the only alternative is to 
raise diesel fuel taxes, motor vehicle 
registration fees, truck and bus licenses. 
A Broken Promise? 


Ironically, while the state gropes for 
answers to its road fund crisis, income 
from the highly-profitable Illinois Toll­ 
way this year will total $47.5 million. 
At the present growth rate, it 
will 
reach $58 million by 1970 and free the 
system of bonded indebtedness by 1980. 
Much of this income comes from 
suburbanites, who were promised (in 
1953) the toll roads would become free­ 
ways once the indebtedness was wiped 
out. 
It’s now doubtful if this pledge 
can be kept; the commission has pro­ 
posed continuing tolls to finance con­ 
struction of otherwise-unprofitable toll­ 
ways in downstate Illinois. 
This proposal has met with under­ 
standable opposition from motorists in 
metropolitan Chicago. 
If the toll system is retained past 
1980, provision should be made to allo­ 
cate at least a portion of this income 
to improve secondary roads within the 
metropolitan ring. Such a move could 
partially answer the problem of financ­ 
ing an inter-suburban highway network. 
The search for solutions to the high­ 
way revenue emergency must command 
the special attention of state and sub­ 
urban officials as well as highway 
planners and legislators. 
Future growth and development of 
northwest suburbs may well hinge on 
the success or failure of their efforts.

The Northwest Cook Oppor­ 
tunity Council (Norwesco) has 
moved 
to 
forestall 
what 
its 
leaders see as a move by coun­ 
ty anti poverty officials to take 
control of High School District 
214’s 
Neighborhood 
Y o u t h 
Corps. 
Leaders of the local arm of 
the War on Poverty voted to 
urge the regional Office of Eco­ 
nomic 
Opportunity 
<OEO) 
to 
continue to fund the high school 
program separately. 
The Cook County OEO, which 
directs anti-povertv efforts in 
suburban Cook County, is draw­ 
ing up plans for a county Neigh­ 
borhood Youth Corps (NYC). 


IT WOULD provide employ­ 
ment and job counseling for 
poverty-level 
youths 
both 
in 
school and out. 
High 
School 
District 
214’s 
NYC already does this with in­ 
dependent funding — supervised 
at a regional rather than county 
level — for in-school boys and 
girls from low-income families. 
This summer 68 boys and 
girls are receiving job training 
and counseling while working 
in all five District 214 high 
schools, three elementary dis­ 
tricts and the area’s six Head­ 
stay centers. The school year 
program 
enrolls 
IOO students 
with intent of encouraging them 
to stay in school. 
The county NYC is also re­ 
cruiting workers in the area

County leaders have admitted 
privately to Norwesco leaders 
that they hope eventually to ab­ 
sorb the high school district’s 
NYC operations. 


A Cook County OEO official 
who works with the NYC hinted 
much the same thing last week

porter. 


PHILLIP E. SAUNDERS, di- 
r e c t o r of the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps for the Cook Coun­ 
ty OEO, told Paddock that the 
county 
agency 
originally 
en­ 
couraged most War on Poverty 
programs 
such 
as 
Headstall 
and the NYC to operate through 
independent community groups. 
Now\ he explained, the county 
agency has been reorganized 
and it is moving to directly su­ 
perrise 
such 
anti-poverty ef­ 
forts. 


Intent of the move, he ex­ 
plained is to “maintain a con­ 
sistent 
quality 
of 
program” 
throughout the suburban area of 
Cook County.

Youth 
Corps 
programs 
with Norwesco’s cooperation.” 
Bass stressed. 
This could 
include training 
program for drop-outs and in­ 
dustrial workers but not for in­ 
school enrollees, he explained.

Program Makes Gains 
Despite Opposition 


High 
School 
District 
214’s 
Neighborhood 
Y o u t h 
Corps 
started out against opposition 
but since has proved itself, most 
school officials agree. 
The 
anti-poverty 
program, 
which provides in-school jobs 
for students from 
low-income 
families, was started in Septem­ 
ber, 1965. 
At the time of its inception 
it was opposed by area conserv­ 
atives who argued that there 
weren’t 
enough 
poverty-level 
famines in the area to justify 
it — and that if there were, 
they should be working at jobs 
away from school. 
SOME CALLED it a “make 
work” program. 
But school board 
members 
agreed 
to try 
the 
program, 
funded with Economic Opportu­ 
nity Act money and regulated 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Labor. 
At a review last spring even 
early board critics agreed with 
the program’s worth 
The scnool district received 
$75,180 for a nine-month pro­ 
gram in 1965-66 and $89,520 for 
a full year in 1966-67. 
A proposal for another year's 
funding is now in preparation, 
NYC director George Theodore 
said. 
Most of the first two grants 
have gone for salaries paid to 
students at $1.25 an hour. 
TO ENROLL IN NYC, stu­ 
dents must come from low-in- 
come families, qualifying on a 
sliding scale that permits $3,000 
annual income for a family of 
four and $5,500 for a family of 
nine. 
The student must also 
need employment and be con­ 


sidered in need of the pro­ 
gram's other help. 
That help comes in the form 
of job counseling and personal 
guidance. 
Theodore 
and 
his 
current 
counselor, R. O. “Pete” Clark 
Jr., 
consider 
counseling 
the 
most valuable part of the NYC 
approach in District 214. 
The testing program and on- 
job help becomes a vehicle for 
encouraging 
improvements 
in 
the students’ attitudes 
toward 
i themselves and others, Clark 
says. 
CLARK. WHO d u r i n g the 
schoo year is a guidance teach­ 
er at Arlington High School, 
tests students in the summer 
program, places them 
in 
in­ 
school jobs. He judges how well 
they perform the jobs, and helps 
students with personal problems 
“ride out” crises. 
During the school year the 26 
NYC students at Arlington were 
i part of his guidance load. 
The 
Neighborhood 
Y o u t h 
Corps enrollees in District 214 
i are found at every high school 
and in a variety of jobs. 
Since the NYC’s beginning, 
240 students have been identi­ 
fied as qualified for the pro­ 
gram by income and adjustment 
standards. 
THIS YEAR 
the NYC em­ 
ployed 139 students, about 60 
per cent of them girls. 
The vast majority — 86 of the 
139 — served as clerical and 
teaching aides. 
Six boys as­ 
sisted with school custodial du­ 
ties or landscaping. The other 
I IO 
helped 
in 
cafeterias 
or 
nurses’ offices. 
Clark says he is spending a 


good 
deal 
of 
his 
time 
this 
summer in vocational guidance 
with students who will be sen­ 
iors next year. 
He makes an extra effort be­ 
cause he says these students 
“aren’t the type to go in to see 
their counselors often enough or 
ask enough questions. 


Some may think they 
don t 
have the capacity for college; 
others think they can't afford 
it. 
The 
second 
assumption 
is 
probably false, Clark says. 
“There’s almost an unlimited 
number of jobs available in a 
new Harper Junior College pro­ 
gram 
funded by the federal 
government,” Clark points out. 
“This isn’t well enough known 
at all.” 
THEODORE seeks his NYC 
goals as: 
—That 
of encouraging 
stu­ 
dents to stay in school by giv­ 
ing them employment opportu­ 
nities. 
—Placing 
them 
in 
outside 
jobs as soon as they can fill 
the jobs. 
He has “phased out” numbers 
of students into jobs in private 
business 
since 
the 
program 
started. 
But he says it s unrealistic to 
think that this can be done 
with every student. 
Some, he says, can’t spare 
the after-school time 
because 
they must help at home. Others 
are hampered by lack of trans­ 
portation. 
And some are immature, un­ 
able to handle an outside job 
because they don’t understand 
what’s expected. 
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MRS. ULLIAN ANDERSON of the Flick- 
Reedy public relations staff leads a group of 
children and one of the day camp volunteer 


helpers on a tour of the plant. Every child 
gets this tour to see his parent at work on his 
first day at camp.

If you are the mother of a 
summer bride-to-be, you prob­ 
ably think you are the busiest 
woman in town, making all 
the necessary plans for a hope­ 
fully “perfect” wedding and 
reception.

Mrs. Mazola has made spe­ 
cial wedding cakes for mem­ 
bers of her family during the 
past years, but this was to 
be the ultimate—a “labor of 
love” from mother to daugh­ 
ter. 


THE 
MASTERPIECE was 
completely baked, iced and 
decorated by Mrs. Mazola and 
her sister, Mrs. Robert Mor- 
tenson of Neillsville, Wis., who 
was here for the wedding fes­ 
tivities. 
“We had lots of ‘sidewalk 
superintendents’ offering sug­ 
gestions and comments, but we 
did the entire cake by our­ 
selves^ mused Mrs. Mazola. 
The two women began the 
Sunday night before the wed­ 
ding, and that evening’s pro­ 
duction netted only one-half of 
the bottom layer of a triple- 
tiered cake. By Tuesday eve­ 
ning the baking was completed 
—done in sections of layers 
and then lined up side by side 
to cool. 


THE ASSEMBLY line opera­ 
tion involved spooning huge 
amounts of cake batter into 
large pans which just barely 
fit into the oven, then turning 
out the baked sections on a 
specially-made 
board 
heavy 
enough to hold the 250-pound 
cake when completed. 
Besides the three layers, the 
finished product included a 
pedestal which held the bride 
and groom figures and the 
church which formed the apex 
of the culinary feat. 
Forty-four batches of batter 
went into the layers, and the 
stairways leading to the two 
focal points were molded of 
sheet metal painted whit* and 
frosted along with the cake. 
They were fastened by pillars 
that had been screwed into the 
board on which the cake rest­ 
ed. 


ICING AND decorating the 
masterpiece were completed 
by Thursday e v e n i n g—two 
nights before the wedding—and 
then it took four husky young 
men to carr}’ it by truck to 
St. Demetrius Hall in Chicago 
in advance of the reception. 
“My sister and I were on 
that truck, sitting on either 
side of our creation, watching 
to be sure that nothing jarred 
the layers or smudged our dec­ 
orations,” laughed Mrs. Ma­ 
zola. 
At the hall they set the cake 
on a dinner cloth covering four 
wooden mi l k cases on the 
floor. Three hundred guests 
were served a sitdown dinner 
at the reception hall, and nat­ 
urally the wedding cake “top­ 
ped” the entire festivities.
